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Artist 
Raven Roxanne’s 
Whirlwind Journey ~ 
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Interviewed by Charles Morgan III 


Your mom is an artist—she and your dad own the Zoo 
Gallery. You’ve been around art your whole life. Was 
there ever a chance that you weren’t going to be an 
artist? 

I think the fact that my mom is an artist and I grew up at 
the Zoo Gallery, it just felt natural to be an artist—it wasn’t 
a forced decision. My mom never pressured me to become 
an artist. My parents very much wanted my brother and 
me to create our own paths, but my identity was heavily 
influenced by the art surrounding my childhood. I went 
on to get a BFA in painting at Auburn, and I think that 
locked me into the practice. 


In some circles Auburn is known as a football school 
with an ag department—I think your dad might have 
played football there. How did you even find the art 
school? 

Auburn has a school of architecture, interior design, 
graphics and industrial arts, and an arts school. The 
graphic design and art school share the same building 
and the same professors. The art school gave me space to 
create and that was very beneficial to my career. 


If I had gone to traditional art school, it might have 
been overwhelming, and having to compete with other 
artists would have been difficult. Auburn has a creative 
community that helped nurture my work. 


You own a home in Charleston now, which has a 
tremendously strong artist community. Did you ever 
feel overwhelmed when you moved to Charleston? 
Were you confident you could make it in such a mature 
market? 

My husband Thomas and I were living and working in 
Atlanta when we began to stir for a change of scenery. It 
had been a couple years since I’d graduated from college, 
and I was doing merchandising and displays for a Free 
People store. I loved my job, and it was definitely a creative 
outlet for me—I loved the brand, the customer service and 
the liberty to create within the store, but I was ready to do 
something for me. 


Thomas had just started his own software consulting 
business and was flexible to work remotely, so he suggested 
a move to Charleston. He was a South Carolina native, 
and I had never been to Charleston, so I was inspired 
by the spontaneity of the move. Together we agreed 
that upon the move I would take six months to dive into 
painting and see if it caught traction. So that’s what I did, 
in our kitchen for six months. 


I think I benefited from being “new” to the community as 
far as maintaining confidence in my start as a full-time 
artist. As I got more acquainted with the city I started 
networking with other artists and connected with an old 
friend, Teil Duncan, who really pushed me to pursue my 
work. I really loved the challenge of the lifestyle and the 
self-exploration of starting such a personal business. So 
from there, I moved into Redux Contemporary Art Center 
and the rest is history. More at ravenroxanne.com. 


What inspired you to paint women and flowers, other 
than women and flowers? It’s a recurring theme, and 
it seems to work really well. 

The figure has always been an important challenge for me 
as an artist. Fundamentally, I find it to be a good exercise 
of lines, shapes, textures and movement. The “Girls 
with Flowers” series is my way of exploring not only 
the female figure, but also an expression of a woman’s 
emotions. 


Typically, my paintings are inspired by women in my life, 
exuding strength and independence, but I also like to 
nod to the insecurities and self-doubt that many women 


struggle with. The flowers are incorporated to enhance 
the sensuality of the figure, or to be a vessel for the figure 
to mask themselves from the viewer’s critique. 


Many artists aren’t particularly good at business. You 
seem to have figured something out. Your husband is 
involved in your business, and you’re both savvy with 
social media. How did y’all figure it out? 

As previously mentioned, my husband Thomas owns a 
software developing, design and marketing business, so 
I was able to tap into this resource for building a unique 
and user-friendly website. 


We began with a Shopify web template and worked from 
there—Shopify is designed to accommodate small business 
e-commerce. As far as social media goes, I really enjoy it 
and like to think that I have a knack for it. I have found it 
to be most effective for keeping in touch with customers 
and marketing my work to the public. 


You basically manage to run a business online. You 
have a beautiful studio, but do you sell out of the studio 
or is that just your workspace? 

I like to keep it a private workspace because my best work is 
when I have the place to myself for uninterrupted practice. 
I do love visitors and am flexible when it comes to making 
appointments and showing off my little paradise. 


How did you make the decision to produce prints of 
your paintings? 

I was getting a lot of inquiries for prints of my original 
works. Prints are obviously more economical options as 
compared to original works, but also the demand for my 
original works would sometime leave customers without 
the opportunity to have the painting they wanted, so this 
seemed like a good compromise. It’s also a nice way keep 
up with where my work has been in difference phases of 
my career. 


What’s next? More paintings? A family? A gallery? 
You’ve been involved with going to markets with your 
family for years, buying product for the Zoo Gallery. 
I’m pretty sure you know how to do retail. 

Iam currently working on my Nest series, which will release 
later this fall, as well as some new holiday products that 
I am really excited about. I began making limited edition 
scarves of the woman’s figure two years ago and have been 
working on the artwork for this year’s scarves recently. 


It’s a pretty neat way to see my artwork in the world. 
Textiles are so important to me, and having my work 
be a utility accessory is pretty neat. I'll also be rolling 
out botanical screen prints that are going to be so cool! It’s 
been a blast drafting the artwork. It’s been a really great 
experience growing my business into these other ventures 
of work. I’m eager to see what people think. 


What is it about Charleston? Do you think it will be 
home forever? What makes it so special? The people? 
The scale of the city? What are a few of the things 
Charleston offers that you don’t see in Destin? 

Charleston is truly a community, and it’s like nothing I’ve 
been a part of before. While there are a lot of successful 
people stemming from Charleston, it still holds a romantic 
small town feel that makes it possible to network with lots 
of creatives. I plan on being here for the foreseeable future. 


You’ve achieved what many people dream of. You’ve 
created a very successful life as an artist, and you’ve 
managed to turn your passion into a burgeoning 
business. Do you ever pinch yourself? 

There is a point during most days when I just have to take 
a minute and be thankful, yes. It’s pretty incredible that 
I can do what I love and share it with the audience that I 
have. The journey has been a whirlwind, and I can’t wait 
to keep going.

Melissa Joiner has quickly become 
a recognizable name in the area. She 
helps produce events, is an in-demand 
solo artist, and as of September is the 
new lead vocalist for New Earth Army. 


She came of age along the Gulf Coast and 
her father played in a band, so music was 
never far. “I grew up going to the Frank 
Brown International Songwriters Festival 
and watching my dad play,” she says. 


Joiner started out in her high school’s 
marching band as a saxophone player 
but after singing in church, the drive to 
use her voice came naturally. “I would 
sing the songs that my dad and his 
band wrote, and I’d get kicked out of 
practice because I talked to much. The 
second I could do choir I jumped at it. 
In choir, you sing all these songs and 
foreign language pieces. I was the first 
freshman to make it to advanced choir 
and had lead roles in the opera. I really 
loved it and was excited.” 


Her talent as an opera performer earned 
her a college scholarship, which she 
parlayed into a music education degree. 
After college she struggled to find a 
teaching position and landed a waiting 
job that would alter her plans. “Bands 
would come in, and I was like, Man, if 
they can do it, I can do it.” Armed with 
what Joiner calls a “crappy old guitar,” 
she began playing non-stop. Fueled by 
some disparaging words, she spent an 
entire summer honing her music chops 
to prove she could do it. 


It was during this time Joiner met 
Nick Biebricher, and the two created

the Gulf Coast Songwriter Shootout, a 
songwriter competition that stretches 
six weeks and this year includes 50 
participants. “I helped him create the 
shootout,” she says. “He helped me 
learn how to gig. At that time I only 
knew maybe two chords, I didn’t know 
what a set list really was or anything. 
We really helped each other.” 


The Gulf Coast Songwriter Shootout 
is in its third year and has left a mark 
on Joiner as an artist. “The Songwriter 
Shootout is what gave me confidence 
to be a songwriter and made me 
realize that there is a whole other life 
and world in which people supported 
original music. It was because of Nick 
and a couple other people that I really 
kind of hit the ground running.” 


Joiner credits discovering 30A 
Songwriter Radio with helping her 
form roots in the Florida Panhandle. 
“T found myself loving it and wanting 
to be there more than I was wanting 
to be in Alabama. I told myself that 
if I could book enough gigs to move 
there I would. So I booked up all these 
gigs in Florida, and I call Florida home 
now.” 


Joining New Earth Army started with 
a single moment of happenstance. “I 
just finished a gig and (NEA guitarist) 
Chavis (Hobbs) has a big ol’ kayak 
paddle up against his car door and I 
thought it was the weirdest thing I’ve 
ever seen and I wanted to get a picture 
of it.” That led to an introduction 
and conversation between the two, 
although Ben Parsons had already 
talked to Hobbs about Joiner. Hobbs 
quickly saw an opportunity.

“Then about a week later, I don’t know 
how it really happened, but it came up 
that they were looking for a singer,” says 
Joiner. “I started filling in a few times, 
and now I’m their singer.” 


Joiner is new to being in a band but is 
excited about the opportunity. “It’s so 
weird not having a guitar in my hands,” 
she admits. “I’m so tall and awkward. I 
don’t know what to do with my hands. 
I’m up there, and I feel naked. But I’m 
coming into it, and have a lot of fun up 
there.” 


The merging includes Joiner learning 
existing NEA songs, NEA transcribing 
Joiner’s songs for a full band, and 
everyone writing new material together. 


She’s also working towards another 
goal, starting a nonprofit to raise 
funds for kids who can’t afford musical 
instruments. “I started these events to 
learn how it all works,” Joiner says of 
her Songs that Save concert series. She 
produces multiple events each year 
benefiting various causes across the 
Gulf Coast. 


And if that isn’t keeping her busy 
enough, Joiner is starting up a travel 
blog with fellow musician Dannica Marie 
(a/k/a Dannica Lowery, Danni Coyote, 
Schatzi, etc.) called JetPlane Gypsies. 
The two are hopeful they can expand 
into larger projects. 


“I’ve always been searching for a home,” 
says Joiner. “And I think Santa Rosa 
Beach is the closest thing I’ve had to that.”

Joe Weiss 


The Twisted Grape, Shalimar 


A couple of 82-year-youngs drive 
from Navarre to Shalimar every 
Saturday night to catch the act and 
to dance—jitterbug, as it happens. 
A tableful of twentysomethings 
gives high fives. A violinist comes 
from Pensacola to jam. A buddy— 
Demetrius Singleton, another wow— 
drops by to sing. A posse of local 
artists (of which I’m one) shows up 
every week. Couples with babies in 
baby carriers are regulars. No one 
wants to miss out on Joe Weiss, a 
terrific jazz guitarist and singer. 


From 6 to 10 on Saturday evenings, 
Weiss performs his percussive 
magic, appealing to a wide variety of 
listeners. Self-taught and improving 
constantly, Weiss began to play at 
age 13. At 26, he is becoming a force 
to be reckoned with. Reaching out to 
his audience, he asks for requests— 
what he doesn’t know, he'll learn by 
the following week. His repertoire 
extends from “St. James Infirmary” 
to the Allman Brothers Band by way 
of Bobby Darin. His voice is perfect 
for the material, and Weiss has a 
gift of relating to those to whom he

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plays, regardless of age. His sincerity, 
appreciativeness and sense of humor 
are keys to establishing this rapport. 


He is serious about—and in love with— 
music, Weiss’s performance reflects 
this in his obvious development of 
style and ability, as evinced in the 
past two months during his stint at 
the Twisted Grape. Although he plays 
by ear, reading chords but not notes, 
he’s learning notation to sight read 
and pinpoint melodies. Rhythm is of 
primary importance to him, and his 
goal is to be the best. 


Weiss also writes his own music and 
has played with Okaloosa Sound and 
the Downbeat Jazz Orchestra. He’s 
also involved in an original, as-yet- 
untitled project with David Goldflies 
and Gary Allman.

Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

Nonprofit Spotlight 


Emerald Coast Wildlife Re 


The Emerald Coast Wildlife Refuge 
is a shining example of a nonprofit 
that actively makes a difference and 
focuses on educational programs 
for the continual betterment of our 
community. 


Director Susan Leveille explains how 
broad the scope is for the refuge. “Our 
refuge is responsible for the rescue and 
rehabilitation for any type of native life 
here in Florida.” 


From the smallest birds and mammals 
to dolphins and whales, ECWR works 
with volunteers and a veterinarian so 
they have the best care possible. “The 
happiest day of all is when we can 
release these guys into their natural 
habitat. Our goal is to let the animals 
live freely in healthy circumstances 
that allow for their success.” 


If an animal can’t be fully rehabilitated, 


ECWR has a space for them as well. 
“We also have a zoo in Crestview as a 
possibility for an animal who can’t be 
released,” says Leveille. “They may be 
able to find a home right there at our 
zoological park.” 


Some are deemed “animal 
ambassadors” and can be seen at 
area events to help continue ECWR’s 
commitment to educational programs. 
“Lots of our patients are here because 
of interaction with humans or human- 
caused events,” says Leveille. She lists 
issues like fishing line entanglements, 
accidents, and domestic animals 
as the leading causes for injuries. 
“We estimate that 70 percent of the 
animals that come through the door 
have had some kind of human negative 
interaction. 


“We have a policy that everyone receives 
an answer to his or her call,” she says. 


While officially their boundaries run 
from Western Bay to Escambia, they 
are happy to offer advice, solutions 
and networking for any wildlife issues. 


“We really want people to know 
that they can call us if there is a 
question about wildlife. If they observe 
something, just make that phone call 
because we can respond with a rescue, 
offer advice and suggestions, and help 
identify animals if you are uncertain 
of what they are. We have a lot of 
resources here that we want to share 
with everybody.” 


Items like bleach, laundry detergent, 
printer paper, paper towels, tissues 
and baby wipes are often at the top 
of ECWR’s wish list. Pine straw, 
contractor-sized trash bags, yogurt, 
hard-boiled eggs, birdseed and raw 
nuts are also welcomed to help the 
nonprofit defray expenses. 
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Volunteers also play an integral part, 
helping with transport and rescues, 
as well as working at the refuge and 
zoological center. “It is a great way to 
donate,” says Leveille of volunteering. 
“It is something that is so valuable. 
We appreciate anyone that can help 
us that way.” 


From a tropical masked booby being 
reunited with its migrating flock via 
plane to the more common smaller 
mammals needing extra care, ECWR 
is always there. Call 850-650-1880 
or visit ecwildliferefuge.com to learn 
more.

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Solid, Steady Film Work 
for Destin Native Brooke

Justin Brooke had to reschedule 
his interview with The Beachcomber 
several times, for excellent reasons. 
The Destin native had been called 
back for a role, which he landed. He’s 
can’t say much about it, except that 
it’s in Outcast, a Cinemax original 
series. 


Brooke got his start as a fourth-grader 
at Destin Elementary, as Ebenezer 
Scrooge in A Christmas Carol. He was 
in drama club at Fort Walton Beach 
High School, but his interests inclined 
toward music. 


Graduating from Florida State with a 
degree in English, poetry and creative 
writing, he moved to Atlanta and 
formed a rock ‘n’ roll band, Howlies, 
playing guitar (self-taught) and writing 
songs. A MySpace inquiry to Los 
Angeles record producer Kim Fowley 
led to Fowley’s request for a demo, 
which led to an invitation to record at 
Fowley’s home. Brooke was impressed 
when he walked in. 


“There were stacks of demos 
everywhere,” he says. “I felt pretty 
honored.” Howlies released two 
albums, Trippin’ with Howlies and 
Stunned. Part of the band’s act 
involved onstage comedy. Fowley 
suggested there was natural acting 
talent there. “He said we should have 
our own reality show,” says Brooke. 


Howlies disbanded, but Brooke says 
he learned a lot from the regular 
performing schedule. Back in Atlanta, 
Brooke had a friend who worked in 
the film business, and got hired as 
an extra on AMC’s The Walking Dead. 
This led to a job as a stand-in and 
three years of 60-hour weeks working 
on film sets. “It was basically like going 
to film school.” 


The hit zombie series had him working 
with professionals “at the top of 
their game.” In 2014, he was hired 
as a stand-in for Scoot McNairy on 
the premiere season of AMC’s Halt 
and Catch Fire. McNairy lobbied for 
Brooke as a regular cast member. 
Brooke realized then he could make 
a career in film. “[The show] taught 
me so much about acting.” The hours 
were long, but “I kept my head down 
and did it.” 


Brooke regularly sends off audition 
demos, and received a booking 
from Nate Parker, director and lead 
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Justin Brooke 


actor in the Nat Turner Rebellion 
drama Birth of a Nation. Parker 
offered Brooke a role because he 
was impressed with Brooke’s “slate,” 
the part of the demo where the actor 
looks at the camera and states his 
name. “I was kind of in shock.” The 
critically praised film opens in wide 
release Oct. 7. 


Brooke’s biggest role yet came when 
he was cast as Fred Turner in The 
Founder, a film about McDonald’s 
mogul Ray Kroc (played by Michael 
Keaton). Brooke had numerous one- 
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on-one scenes with Keaton, calling 
it a great experience. The film opens 
next January. 


Brooke has also worked with Tyler 
Perry in If Loving You is Wrong. Noting 
Perry’s “singular” style, Brooke says 
the Atlanta-based actor-director- 
writer built an entire neighborhood 
of houses just for shooting his work. 
Another current project is Ozark, a 
Netflix series with Jason Bateman. 


The variety of his life suits Brooke. 
“’'m used to uncertainty,” he says.

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Science and Romance Collide in 
EC Theatre Company Season Opener

Emerald Coast Theatre Company opens its 2016- 
17 season with Constellations, a compelling and 
romantic drama by the young British playwright 
Nick Payne. This two-person production debuted in 
London and made its way to Broadway in 2015 with 
actors Jake Gyllenhaal and Ruth Wilson. 


Constellations follows a pair of nerdish lovers— 
beekeeper Roland and theoretical physics professor 
Marianne—into a multiverse where they learn that 
at any given moment several outcomes are possible. 
In a place where time is irrelevant, this boy meets 
girl scenario becomes not so simple. 


This will be the first ECTC performance in the theater 
group’s new home at Grand Boulevard at Sandestin. 
ECTC is bringing in two regional actors for the 
play, both with an impressive list of experience and 
theatrical skills. 


Kevin DeJesus Jones made his Broadway debut as 
the Hero Flyer in Spider-Man: Turn Off the Dark. Other 
roles of note include Robert Martin in The Drowsy 
Chaperone and Peter in Jesus Christ Superstar.

Carrying On Family Tradition 


Boshamps Seafood & Oyster House sits in the same 
building formerly occupied by Flamingo Cafe, one of 
this area’s first and best fine dining establishments. 
In fact, Boshamps is owned by the son of the folks 
who owned Flamingo. Great expectations. 


My wife and our daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) had 
dinner at Boshamps on a recent weekend evening. 


For reasons unknown, TD has decided that she’d 
rather be called “Pinky and the Pony.” I just did. 
Back to the review. > 
Boshamps’ new owner has 
added to the original structure, 
constructing four decks anda 
covered patio bar. The main 
building has its own central 
bar, several dining areas, 
and a little five-table rear 
balcony with a view of the 
docks. The walls are paneled, 
with photos of fishing boats, 
metal wall hangings and 
muted tones. We were 
seated on the balcony, with 
a wisp of a breeze from the 

water. 


Our server Nadean took a 
shine to TD, which always 
brings out my little girl’s best 
behavior. We ordered drinks, TD 
set to coloring and working puzzles 
provided by the house, and looked at 
the menu. 


Boshamps offers appetizers, oyster bar items, soups 
and salads, dinner entrees, and sides. There’s a list 
of house cocktails, desserts and a kids menu. 


It’s fall, oysters are in season, end of discussion. My 
wife and I split a half-order (six) of Oysters Bienville, 
baked and topped with shrimp, lump crab and 
Bienville sauce. The juicy oysters come steaming hot, 
with lemons and saltines. There’s plenty of shrimp 
and crab topping, and the tangy, buttery sauce was 
TD’s favorite part. 


Other appetizer choices are raw or fried oysters, 
oysters Boshamp with caramelized onion, Alabama 
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feta and housemade bacon 
marmalade, oysters St. 
George with seasoned butter 
and breadcrumbs, oysters 
Rockefeller with spinach and 
cheese, lump crab cakes, 
cheese grit cakes with shrimp 
and crab, spinach and 
artichoke dip, smoked tuna 
dip, fried green tomato with 
lump crab, crab claws, fried 
calamari, Alabama feta 
cheese dip, and fried Maine 
lobster bites. 


The main course selections 
range from duck to chicken to 

steak, and from there to fish and 
shellfish. There are dinner salads, chowder and 
gumbo, and an array of sides like squash casserole, 
butterbeans, greens with bacon, maque choux, grits, 
mashed red potatoes and local vegetables. 


They had duck confit cassoulet, with merguez and 
Conecuh sausage. Ordinarily my wife and I would 
flip a coin for something like that. However, she has 
just come off a no-seafood diet - I abstained out of 
solidarity - and we both wanted fish. So did TD/ 
Pinky/Pony, who got fried grouper off the kids menu. 
My wife ordered snapper Destin (a specialty of the 
house, and a tribute to the old Flamingo’s menu). 
The catch of the day included swordfish, which I try 
never to pass up. I got mine grilled. 


There was a mini-beach set up just under our 
balcony, with chairs, ahammock and toys. TD must 
have been hungry; she only asked once to go. She 
ended up not going, but appreciated the sunset and 
the harbor lights. Me too. 


My swordfish came on a mound of cheese grits 
with a generous portion of thick, tangy okra and 
tomato maque choux. Okra may be one of the 
world’s weirdest plants but it tastes mighty good 
with tomatoes. The swordfish was lightly seasoned 
(it needs nothing) and I savored every meaty bite. 


My wife’s snapper was loaded down with shrimps 
and lump crab, on mashed red potatoes with a side 
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of braised greens, with lemon butter, bearnaise and 
honey-roasted nuts. Neither of us left a bite. 


Other dinner choices were sauteed snapper with 
pasta, pan roasted grouper, cornmeal dusted grouper 
pecan, beef ribeye or filet, fried chicken, a burger, 
fried seafood basket, and Maine lobster mac and 
cheese. Menu items come with imaginative sauces, 
sides and garnishes, among them Tabasco sorghum, 
green tomato chow-chow, tomato jam, choriz, and 
house-cured pickled vegetables. The kitchen proudly 
serves locally sourced ingredients. 


We saved room for dessert. That night it was 
mystery pecan pie (with a layer of cheesecake), white 
chocolate cheesecake, six-layer flourless chocolate 
cake, and the special, pound cake with a choice of 
fruit preserves. The three of us conferred, and the 
mystery pie won. It came with bourbon sugar ice 
cream and berries. TD let us have some. I’m glad she 
did. Buttery, rich and crunchy pecan pie is already 
good, but a layer of New York-style cheesecake on 
top is even more gooder (TD said that).

Walk on the Wild Side - Baytowne’s Beer Fest

Bug off Bud, move over Miller, and pack it in 
PBR. It’s time to break out of your golden rut, for 
the Baytowne Wharf Beer Fest cometh. Beginning 
on the eve of the 14th, you'll have dozens of brews 
to choose from. 


This isn’t beer snobbery—we’ve been known to 
ding a pitcher of Miller Lite or drain a few two-buck 
PBRs, that’s for sure. But if you visit what is sure 
to be a piece of beer heaven with literally dozens of 
interesting brews flowing freely, why wouldn’t you 
shake things up? And Baytowne’s event offers up 
the perfect time, place and price ($35 and up for 
all-you can-sample) to research some suds. 


You don’t need to get too hung up on types of beers. 
Basically, there are ales and lagers. Most mass 
produced daily drinkers like Bud, Coors, etc. are 
lagers because they’re typically light, both in color 
and taste, and easy to knock back. Pretty much 
everything else is an ale, ranging from pale ales that 
aren’t too bitey or dense—Sierra Nevada’s easy-to- 
drink PA is a perfect example—to the hopped-up 
goodness of the Double and Triple IPAs. 


And what is an IPA? An India Pale Ale is decidedly 
hoppy and typically has a bitter finish, though 
it might be subtle, with an IBU (International 
Bitterness Units) somewhere between 40 and 70. 
Double and Triple IPAs have more hops, more 
malts and so too, a higher ABV—the measure of 
buzz inducing alcohol by volume. Then we have the 
dark, sweetish, malty porters like Pensacola Bay’s 
Lighthouse, and the even deeper, darker Stouts— 
dense, bread-in-a-glass brews like McGuire’s dark 
are often stouts—usually packing an ABV around 
7 to 8 percent. Some, like the Imperial Russians, 
rank as high as 10 or more. If you’re looking for a 
fast buzz, go for a stout. 


If you’d rather walk on the mild side when 
gatewaying into the world of crafts, play it safe by 
assessing beers you currently like, then choosing 
something similar. For example, is Miller Lite—a 
type of lager known as a pilsner—your best bud 
come happy hour? Then try Oskar Blues’ Mama’s 
Lil Yella Pils, a Czech pilsner that’s similarly styled 
but is more distinctly (and deliciously) infused with 
flavor. Yet it’s not so over-the-top that it'll freak out 
your all-American taste buds. 


Maybe your favorite bud is actually none other than 
Bud itself. If so, try trading one lager for another 
and go with something like Cigar City’s Tampa 
Style Lager, packed with traditional go-down-easy 
flavor plus a hint of the brewer’s signature citrusy 
twist. Or if you spy any of the new California- 
style steam brews—like Pensacola Bay’s 5th 
Anniversary Panhandle Steamer—rest assured 
these are lagers. And a hot trend right now, too. 


If trendy isn’t your thing, go traditional. Rogue’s 
Dead Guy, technically an ale, is a dead ringer 
for traditional lager, taste-wise nonetheless, and 
can deliciously pinch hit for just about any mass 
marketed classic American beer like Bud, Busch 
or PBR. Highly drinkable yet infused with hoppy 
goodness, the difference between it and mainstream 
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brews is like comparing the taste of homemade 
to store-bought bread. Despite its funny, morbid 
name, this beer is alive and kicking with flavor. 


All you Blue Moon fans might want to give Cigar 
City’s Florida Cracker a whirl (or swirl). Both are 
witbiers with a citrusy twist, but the Cracker is 
more pronounced and way more delish. Likewise, 
though it ventures into spice a teensy bit, Bell’s 
slightly citrusy Two Hearted Ale is hard not to 
love and makes for an easy gateway into IPAs, 
even for newbs. 


But sometimes the best thing to do is just throw 
caution to the wind and try brews because they’re 
irresistibly interesting. Like Rogue’s dry-hopped, 
slightly floral Morimoto, a soba ale that’s perfect 
for washing down seafood. Or maybe the ever-so- 
slightly smoky Nutella-in-a-glass that is Rogue’s 
Hazelnut Brown will strike your fancy. No? Well, 
then get figgy with it and slurp up some of Oskar 
Blues’ Old Chub, a Scotch Ale heaping with malt, 
toffee and—you guessed it—fig. Or score some 
wheat, like Bell’s Oberon spicy, citrusy wheat beer, 
before flowing some oats with the brown-sugary 
Oatsmobile. 


These are but a handful of brewers—Rogue, Bell’s, 
Oskar Blues and Cigar City—of the dozens we’ve 
confirmed will be at Baytowne’s big beer bonanza. 
But even if you wind up with a Bud, Miller or PBR 
in your hand, who cares? If it makes you hoppy, 
you should drink it.

High School. I graduated from Choctaw 
in 1975 and was accepted to Auburn 
University. I graduated from Auburn in 
1979 with a degree in secondary education 
and moved to the state of Virginia. My 
parents were in the middle of a divorce, so 
I decided to head to Virginia where I had 
relatives. I started teaching high school 
there in 1980 and retired recently. 


My husband and I decided to move 
back to Fort Walton Beach after an 
extremely rough winter in Virginia. 
We sold our house and bought one in 
FWB. Many of the wonderful aspects of 
FWB still remain, though others have 


Atlantic Coast for so many years, I 
had forgotten just how beautiful the 
beaches here are. Plus there are no 
sunrises and sunsets anywhere like 
the ones in this area. Just gorgeous. 
Coming over the Destin Bridge toward 
Fort Walton Beach in the early evening 
is mesmerizing. 


When I left here in 1979, Destin was 
still a fairly sleepy fishing village with 
some growth east of Holiday Isle. We 
could drive down Highway 98, park on 
the side of the road, and walk out to the 
Gulf. If we wanted to drive to Panama 
City, we would take the two-lane 98 all 
the way there with trees on each side 
of the road. Not so anymore. 


The ride between Destin and Fort 
Walton Beach is still as beautiful as 
ever. The sand dunes are not as tall 
as back in the ‘70s, but I know Mother 
Nature has had her way with them. I 
have enjoyed the Boardwalk and its 
fine businesses—I just wish the actual 
boardwalk went further down the 


and the downtown area by the 
Brooks Bridge seem to have major 
traffic issues. I definitely don’t 
remember the Brooks Bridge being 
jammed up to go over to Okaloosa 
Island back in the “70s. The original 
Hog’s Breath Saloon, the Sand Flea, 
Barnacle Bill’s, and the Robert E. 
Lee were just to the left as you 
went over the bridge. All were very 
popular and always crowded. None 
of the four are there now. Today, 
motorists cannot turn left as they 
go over the Brooks Bridge heading 
east. 


Traversing Beal Parkway is 
horrendous now. Why isn’t it a 
six-lane road like Eglin Parkway? 
Turning off of Beal onto Mary 
Esther Cutoff has not changed at 
all. It still backs up. 


Back in the day, downtown Fort 
Walton Beach was not a very 
populated place except for tourists. 
Of course, we went to movies at the
